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GUEST EDITORIAL

WE OWE OUR SUPPORT TO ARRL! One hears considerable 
comments on-the-air regarding the ARRL. In general, some 
amateurs have expressed their respective opinions of ARRL. One 
fellow recently stated, ‘‘ARRL is definitely a necessary evil!’’ One 
old saying is: ‘“‘History repeats itself’’, therefore be wise — and 
know the history of amateur radio — our wonderful hobby! 

Your columnist is approaching his 80th birthday (July 13th). We 
started our interest in this hobby at the young age of 11 years! 
Legally, our first ‘‘ticket’’ was issued in 1915 in Philadelphia — the 
call-sign, 3WK. This was before the call-signs eventually acquired 
an international prefix-letter, such as ‘“W”’ or “‘K’’. During these 
early years of our hobby — numerous international governments, 
commercial, military departments, etc., made attempts to “get rid 
of us’’! During World War One, our licenses were cancelled — not 
just suspended! ... The military, mostly Navy, dismantled and 
sealed our respective equipments, took down our antennas, etc. 
Many of us were in the military servie — away from our homes. 

The American Radio League, ‘“‘ARRL’’, with the famous in- 
ventor, Hiram Percy Maxim, founded ARRL, along with C.D. 
Tuska and numerous others, using their own personal finances, to 
“battle” the organizations which were bent on eliminating the 
“hams’’! And so, on down through the years ARRL has always 
protected our hobby! They’ve sent their representatives to attend 
all official worldly conferences on radio useages, frequencies, etc. 
The most recent was 1979 ‘‘WARC”’ in Switzerland — and you know 
we ‘‘came out’’ of that International Telecommunications Union 
with additional ‘‘bands’’. 

Fellas, ARRL is our only ‘‘protection”’ organization . . . So, if you 
are not a member, — don’t ‘‘bad-talk it’’!. Do not be like a certain 
publisher of a fine radio magazine, who delights in ‘‘be-littling” 
ARRL — his aim and interest is to make money out of amateur 
radio! However, this gentleman does some good by his editorials —, 
he does keep those at HQ ARRL “‘on-their-toes’’! Yes, it’s an ill 
wind that doesn’t blow some good. This fellow acts somewhat like a 
“Devil’s Advocate’’. 

Years ago the agencies of those years, decided to “‘bury”’ us by 
assigning us to ‘‘200 meters and down’’. They had not, as yet, 
discovered the propagation advantages of ‘‘HF’’ — which gave us 
our really ‘‘DX”’ capability! Those days your ‘‘spot’’ on the dial 
was expressed in meters, not kilo-cycles (KHz). So, we, the 
‘*-hams”’, proved to the whole world our values and contributions to 
the art of communications — especially to the military! We gave 
the military thousands of already knowledgable communicators! 
ARRL has it’s faults — but their over-all good is great! The one 
thing which Ye Scribe cannot seem to understand — is why they’ve 
failed to move headquarters into or near Washington, D.C. That’s 
the home of FCC, the foreign nations embassies, the Electronic 
Industries Association *‘EIA’’, and many other agencies involved 

in the vast field of communications.
